A 
copy of the letter transmitting the disclosure is attached hereto as exhibit A. The disclosure 
received is attached as exhibit B. 

3. On or about July 10, 2000 CLC went out of business and Mr. Reichert representing 
Transactions, Inc. approached me to directly represent them in connection with pursuing a patent 
application on the invention.

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4. Transactions, Inc. retained Venable to on or about July 31, 2000. A copy of this 
correspondence reflecting the engagement is attached as exhibit D. 

5. I completed a draft of the application on September 24, 2000 and forwarded the 
materials to Mr. Reichart for comments. Mr. Reichert reviewed the application and had no 
corrections or comments. I proceeded to file a provisional case on September 25, 2000. 

6. The Provisional application No. 60/234,785 was based upon the disclosure document 
that was transmitted to me with the letter dated May 4, 2000 (Exhibit A). During the course of 
preparing the application I determined that additional inventors should be listed on the 
application, including Mr. Mouat. 

7. In addition, I was advised by Mr. Mouat that there had been an actual reduction to 
practice of the invention on February 26, 2000 where the invention was publicly displayed.

Information for Patent: 



The patent request is based on a one-click, map-icon information 
display system. This one-click, map-icon display system will work 
on any computer driven mapping system. The map itself is not our 
concern. Icons (text, logos, symbols, signs, and pictures) are 
independently generated by a separate computer database for each 
map view and can be placed on any computer-generated map to 
locate a specific point or points of interest. A user viewing a map 
on a visual monitoring device such as a desktop monitor, laptop or 
notebook screen, or palm top device or other wireless 
communication vehicle, is able to view icons that locate sites at 
specific geographical locations. Our enhancement creates a link, 
such that when the user clicks on the map-icon, a connection is 
made and the user is re-directed to a new web page view. This 
page view may be called up as a hyper link connection to another 
web page, connection to a text box or table, or a connection to any 
other displayable format. In the new page view, the user will see 
information about the point of interest that they previously clicked 
on. More than one event or piece of information can be displayed 
when a map-icon is clicked on. For instance, clicking on a Shell 
gas station map-icon might produce a text box or web page giving 
detailed information about the location, services, open hours, 
mechanics' schedules and payment methods accepted at that 
station. Also, the one click link can act directly as a telephony 
connection or as a direct connection through any wireless 
communication technology. This facilitates booking, so that by 
clicking on a taxi icon, for instance, a user with gps capability 
might book that taxi while simultaneously communicating his or 
her location for pickup. Similarly, by clicking on a hotel, motel, or 
bed and breakfast map icon, the user could open a booking 
schedule, view prices and amenities, and book a room. The map- 
icon itself can be any logo, picture, text, sign, or symbol - all are 
clickable.
